REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance in view of the foregoing amendment and the 
following remarks are respectfully requested. 



Claims 1-3, 5, 7, 10, 15-17 and 20 remain pending. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1, 2, 17 and 20 under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being 
anticipated by See (US Pat. 5,747,464) for a disclosure of "a combination of beta- 
sitosterol and pectin" and that the "invention is related to a method for the reduction of 
serum cholesterol (Official Action at page 2)." The current rejection is believed by 
applicant to be moot in view of the present amendment.
